Loss of Life in Sinking of Steamer 


Larchmont Has Grown Appalling 


as More Was Learned. 


TERRIBLE SUFFERINGS OF THE SURVIVORS 


Block Island. R. I., Feb. 13—The 


Associated Press communicated today 
-with 
Captain 
McVey 
and 
Purser 


Toung, of the 
steamer 
Larchmont. 


From them it was learned that a. con- 
servative estimate of the loss of life 
•fay yesterday's disaster was 150. Both 
McVey and Young are suffering se- 
verely, both from the physical pain 
from the frozen limbs and from the 
mental anguish caused by their terri- 
ble experiences. Neither man is able 
to leave his bed. 
In addition to the 
three 
bodies 


•which were picked 
up 
during the 


night, one was recovered shortly after 
sunrise 
There are now 38 bodies at 


the Sandy Point North End life-saving 
station and fourteen at the New Shore- 
ham station. Eleven survivors are at 
the North End station and eight at 
New Shoreham. 
During the forenoon the 
steamer 


Kentucky took on board the bodies at 
the New Shoreham station and those 
of the survivors who were able to be 
moved and then 
proceeded 
to the 


Sandy Point station on the same mis- 
sion 
It was then planned that the 


steamer should 
go to 
Providence, 


•where- the bodies would be held await- 
ing 
identification 
and 
instructions 


from relatives and the suffering sur- 
vivors given medical attendance. 


The Purser's Figures. 


Purser Oscar A. Young, of Provi 


dence, still maintained today there 
-were from 125 to 150 passengers on 
board the steamer 
when 
she left 


Providence for New York and most 
of the survivors who were ablo to 
express an opinion were inclined to 
support his figures rather than those 
of Captain George W. McVey. of **° 


jarchmont, who estimated the num 
>er of passengers at from 50 to 75 
i"rom some of the surviving officers 
t was learned that the Larcbmont 
carried a crew of 45 men of whon 
only ten are accounted for. 
This 


means of a total of 150 to 200 peopl 
ibroacl the Larchmont, nine passen 
;ers and ten sailors have survived 
Their condition is pitiable but twc 
physicians are in almost constant at 
eiidance upon the sufferers and ex 
press confidence that none of the in 
iured are likely to succumb. 


One of the ship's officers stated tha 


the Larchmont carried eight life boat 
and four life rafts. 
At 8 o'clock to 


day it was believed that five of thes 
boats "and one raft had been accounte> 
for. 


But Two Women Survivors. 


There are only two women amon 


the survivors, Mrs. Harris Feldnian 
of New York, and Miss Sadie Gallup, 
of Boston. 
During the night the coast guards 


from the two life 
saving stations, 


aided by a large number of the popu- 
lace patrolled the beach and on the 
water front for bodies. 


Every corpse that came ashore was 


incased In ice several inches thick. 


On a piece of'the after deck of the 


steamer were picked up two survivors 
and a. dead man. all that remained of 
sixteen who had sought refuge on the 
frail support. 
Little hope was felt 


that occupants of the missing life 
boats and rafts had survived the fear- 
ful cold, which moderated but slightly 
during the night.

Roosevelt 
today sent to 


congress a message calling attention 
to what he terms the "urgent need of 
legislation 
affecting 
the 
<"«Prent 


phases of the public land situation in 
the United States." 
He advocates 


the conservation of coal and otner 
fuel resources on government lands, 
urges government control of the west- 


» ern public land pastures, with a sys- 


tem of small grazing fees and asks 
for an appropriation ot half a million 
dollars to aid in detecting and pre- 
venting land frauds. 
He contends 


for a system of government leasing ot 
Its mineral lands and for treating 
these fuel lands as public utilities. 


Would Prevent Eastern Conditions. 
The president points out that 
It 


would have been better if some east- 
ern coal lands had been left under 
government control and suggests pro- 
vision in the west "against recurrence 
of the conditions we deplore in the 
east " 
Citing 2,300 cases of public 


land - entries in four districts men- 
tioned, the president says non-com 
pliance with the law was found in 
over half and fraud in many others. 


The president asks for legislation 


which will provide two distinct titles 
to public lands—one for the surface 
and the other for the underlying min- 
erals. 
These mineral lands, the pres 


ident woiild dispose of by lease, The 
details of this plan he leaves for con 
gress to work put, only arguing foi 
the adoption of the plan. 


Succeeds In Other Lands. 


Instances of successful leasing o 


such lands by foreign 
governments 


are cited by the 
president, and he 


argues at length for tho separate cle 
velopment of farming and mining on 
American land. 


Foreign practice also Is cited as a 


reason why mineral fuels, like forest.' 
and navigable 
streams, 
should 
b< 


treated as public utilities. 
In thi 


way can the rights of future genera 
tions adequately be protected. 


The quantity of high-grade mineral 


fuels in the west Is relatively smaller 
than forests, 
and 
Its 
preservation 


should be the subject of the wisest 
legislation. 
Ultimately these 
rich 


lands all will pass out. of federal con- 
trol and future generations will be 
deprived of their 
birthright, 
unless 


this leasing system be adopted. 
By 


leasing the mineral rights, the gov- 
ernment can exercise a healthy con- 
trol, the good effects of which will 
best be noted in the future.

Damage estimated by President S. 
J. Bowser at from $4.000 to $0.000 re- 
sulted from a fire In the coal bunkers 
at the big oil tank works of the S. F. 
Bowser & Co., Thomas street and East. 
Creighton avenue, which started at 7 
o'clock this morning. 
Officials of the 


company express the belief that the 
blaze was due to spontaneous combus- . 
tion. H is fully covered by insurance, ' 
and the fire will cause hut a single 
day's delay in the operation of th'i 
works. 


The coal bunkers occupy a structura 


of wood and galvanized iron construct- 
ed above 
the boiler 
room 
located 


about midway of the works at the 
south side of the factory. Automatic 
stokers are used to feed the fuel into 
the fire-boxes below the boilers, and 
about sixteen carloads of soft coal was 
In storage in the bunkers. 
Much of 


the wood and Iron structure was de- 
stroyed, and the big cupola in which 
the elevator for the coal operates was 
badly toppled to the south and east by 
the fire and the deluge of water which 
was driven against it by the firemen. 


Engineer Discovered Fire. 


Engineer W. A. Devilbiss discovered 


the blaze in the coal bunkers above 
him a few minutes before 7 o'clock, 
just as the army of 
workmen was 


filing into the building to begin the 
day's work, and a fire alarm was turn- 
ed" in by telephone, while the fire ap- 
paratus of the works was gotten into 
play and a force of the company's men 
was stationed at points of danger to 
prevent the spread of the flames into 
the carpenter shop but a short dis- 
tance away. 


Fire Chief Hilbrocbt with 
engine 


companies 2. 3 and 8 responded to the 
first alarm and began fighting the fire 
in the immense coal bunkers. Within 
a few minutes Chief Hilbrecht sent a 
second call for apparatus and No. 4 
engine company joined forces 
with 


their comrades at the blarv F/r moro 
than an hour a deluge of water was 
poured into the burning mass of coal, 
the firemen working most effectively 
from the roof of the factory buildings 
adjoining the bunkers. The whole in- 
terior of the elevator shaft was blaz- 
ing furiously and it was some time be- 
fore the streams of water began to 
tell against the spread of the flames. 


A big crowd of spectators lined the 


streets about the factory watching the 
firemen,'and this was augmented con- 
stantly by additions from the down- 
town districts, where rumors said the 
entire factory was being 
swept 
by 


fiames. By 8 o'clock Chief Hllbrecht's 
men had the fire under control so that 
danger of its spread beyond the bunk- 
ers was removed. Two of tho engine 
companies wore sent back to their 
houses, but No. 2 and No. S remained 
on duty nt the firo until nearly noon 
before It was deemed safe to withdraw 
them. 


Machinery Was Saved. 


As soon as the firo was discovered 


employes of the Bowser company drew 
the fires from beneath the boilers and 
hastily covered the engine and dyna- 
mos In an .idjolning room with tarpau- 
lins to prevent 
damage 
from

through from above. This protection 
Is believed to have averted all damage 
to tho machinery and to have mini- 
mized tho Iocs from the fire. 


Employe" i.f departments dependent,

room the machinery can be started, 
and Prcsi lent Bowser expressed tho 
belief that tho works would he com- 
pletely in operation tomorrow.

A strong northwest wind was hlow- 
g as the steamer plowed her way 


down through the eastern passage? of 
Nnrragansett bay. but the full effect 
of the gale which was blowing out in 
:he sound was net felt until the Larch- 
rnont rounded 
Point 
Judith. 
Then 


the sidcwhceler pointed her nose into 
the heart of the galo and continued 
down through Block Island sound with- 
out any unusual incident until she was 
well abeam of Watch hill and within 
five or six miles of Fisher's island. 


Captain George McVcy, who had re- 


mained in the pilot house until the ves- 
sel had been straightened out on her 
course, was preparing to retire after 
a turn around his ship when he was 
startled by several blasts of the steam- 
er's whistle. He rushed into the pilot 
house, where the pilot and quarter- 
master pointed out 
a three-masted 


schooner sailing 
eastward 
before a 


strong wind. 


Schooner Heads for Steamer. 


The schooner, which proved to be 


the Harry Knowlton, coal laden, from 
South Amboy for Boston, had been 
bowling along on her course when she 
seemed suddenly to luff up and head 
straight for the steamer. 
Again sev- 


eral blasts were sounded on the steam- 
er's whistle, the pilot and quartermas- 
ter at the same moment whirling their 
wheel hard aport. in a mad effort to 
avert a collision. 


But as the Larchmont was slowly 


veering around in response to 
he 


helm the schooner came on with a 
speed that almost seemed to equal tin 
gale that had been driving her towan! 
Boston. 


Even before another warning slgna 


could be sounded on the steamer's* 
whistle the schooner crashed into th 
port side of the Larchmont and 'he 
impact of the big vessel was so ter- 
rific that the big. clumsy bow of thf 
sailing craft forced its way through 
more than half the breadth 
of 
the 


Larchmont. 
\Vhcn the force of the 


impact had been spent the schooner 
temporarily 
remained 
fast 
in 
the 


steamer's side, holding in check for a 
moment the inrushing water. 


Water Rushes in Big Hols, 


p.ut the pounding sea soon separated 


the vessels and as they backed away 
the water rushed Into the gaping hole 
in the steamer with a velocity 
thai 


could only mean 'the swift doom of the 
passenger vessel. 


There wore no wator-tight compart- 


ments to be closed and therefore the | 
flood could not be confined 
to dm 


damaged section, and it poured in over 
the cargo and down into the hold. As 
the water struck the boiler room great 
clouds of steam arose, and the panic- 
stricken papsengers. many of whom 
had been thrown from their bunks, 
were at, first under the Impression that 
a fire had broken out on hoard. Un- 
fortunately, the point of collision was 
in that part of the steamer where was 
located the signaling apparatus con- 
necting the engine room with the pilot 
house. 
Captain McVey. standing In 


the pilot house, could not communi- 
cate with his subordinate officers be- 
low decks and therefore was unable 
to determine the extent of the damage. 
The quartermaster was hurried below 
to make an investigation. 


Passengers Rushed on Deck. 


The passengers meanwhile rushed 


to tho deck. Few of them had waited 
tn clnliio themselves. Their four was 
so great 
that tho first penetrating 


blast ol" tho zero temperature wnn dis- 
regarded, but the suffering from thn 
cold and water soon became KH Intense 
that personal safety was forgotten In 
a general effort to keep the blood in 
circulation. 
Those 
who 
had 
not 


stopped to clothe 
themselves 
now 


found it impossible to return below 
and do so. Their rooms were flooded 
noon after they had been deserted and 
the ateamer, floundering around in the 
high Bean that, are feared by all Sound 
navigators, was sinking with a rapid- 
ity that sent, terror to the hearts of 
tho officers and crew. Tho men were 
prompt in answering Captain McVc>'; 
ca;i to quarters. 


White some of Iho seamen hold back 


tho 
frantic 
passengers 
by 
brute, 


strength others were 
preparing 
to 


lower the lifeboats and rafts. 
There 


was not time to think of the comrort 
of anyone. 
Even before the 
boats 


were cut away Captain McVey know 
that the llfit of victims would be grea> 
er than those who survived. 


It was a physical impossibility for 


any but the most hardened to with- 
it end tho cold which turned ears and 
noses white with the frost and which 
so benumbed feet that both the passen- 
gers and members of the crew stum- 
i led rather than walked to the small 
craft In which they were to leave tho 
sinking ship. 


Shrieks of agonized pain drowned 


! the roar of the inrushing water. 
Pan- 


j demonium reigned supreme, 
but 
in 


I spite of it. the women on board, suffer- 


I Ing more intensely than the men, were 


I placed in lifeboats, the male passen 
gers and members of the crew select- 
ing the unprotected rafts 
as 
their 


means of escape. 


Captain McVey Stays on Deck. 


Captain McVey remained on the up- 


per deck directing his officers and 
crew until everyone on board 
ap- 


peared to have been cared for. 
He 


ordered all lifeboats and rafts cut 
away and before stepping into his 
own boat lie stood on tho upper deck 
a moment to see that his order was 
executed. 
Then -ho ordered that his 


boat, the largest, on board, be cleared 
away. 
Before the men had an op- 


portunity to loosen the tackles the. 
bottom of the boat rested on top-of 
the surging sea, which was raging over 
the hurricane 
dock, and 
for a mo- 


ment it. seemed as though tho life- 
boat would be dragged down before 
she could be freed from the doomed 
steamer. 
. Even" I'and in the 
boat 
was too 


cold to handle a knife and cut the 
ropes, which, however, slipped through 
the tackles and set the boat adrift

just as the vessel became submerged. 
Tho pitiable condition of the passen- 
gers wan Increased a hundred fold 
tho moment they had launched their 
boats. 
Evory wave sent HH dash of 


spray over thu boata and their con- 
tents. 


Soon a thin coating of Ice enveloped 


every person. 
Thoso who were fully 


clothed suffered 
from 
frozen faces 


and numbed feet, 
but there were 


many who had on only their night 
clothes. 
One man In the captain's 


boat, although dressed warmer than 
many others, was suddenly driven In- 
sane by his intense suffering. 
He 


pulled a blpt clasp knlfo from 
his 


pocket and gashed his throat. . No 
one stayed his hand and again 
he 


plunged his knifo into 
his 
th;(>at. 


Thoso who sat near him either were 
too dazed to interfere or looked upon 
tho act of self-destruction as justified. 
The unknown man's body foil to tho 
bottom of the boat, whore it remained 
unheeded. 


Nearest Land Five Miles Away. 


Fisher's point, the .nearest point of 


land, was not quite five miles to tho 
westward of 
tho point 
where tho 


steamer went down and every boat 
Immediately headed for that place. 
But the boats were heavy and the 
men at the oars were weak. 
A fifty- 


mile gale blew on their backs as tho 
men strained at tho ice-covered oars 
in a hopeless endeavor to overcome 
the handicap against which they were 
struggling. 
The boats and rafts soon 


became separated and the only de- 
tails of tho terrible disaster which 
could be learned here 
wore 
given 


when Captain McVey's 
boat 
came 


ashore. 
Not a man on board was 


able to walk. 
Their feet were frozen 


so badly that lie life savers carried 
the survivors bodily to the Jive-sav- 
ing station. 


Captain McVey was so overcome by 


the enormity of the disaster that for 
a time he was unsble to give a lucid 
account of what had happened after 
the ship had 
gone 
down. 
Shortly 


after his arrival hero tho captain said 
that he had on board his ship 
be- 


tween ISO and 200 passengers and a 
crew of fifty. 


Later he said there "were "between 


fifty and. seventy-five passengers 
on 


board tho steamer when the vessel 
went down. 
The latter figure, how- 


ever, is far "below the estimate made 
by the officials of 
the 
Joy line at 


Providence, who estimated the mrm- 
ber of passengers at not less than 
150. 
The exact number of passen- 


gers was given in a list which was 
handed the purser just before the 
Larchmont started on 
her 
fateful 


journey, but it. Is believed that it. was 
lost, when tho ship went down. 


Wind Too Strong to Be Overcome. 
Captain McVey said that had his 


crew been able 
to 
make 
progress 


against the northwest gale they would 
have landed at Fisher's 
island 
"be- 


tween 12 and 1 o'clock. 
The wind, 


however, was too strong to be over- 
come a.nd there was nothing left, for 
the suffering seamen 
bnt 
to 
turn 


around and head for 
Block 
Island, 


fifteen miles away. 
It was shortly 


after 1.1 O'clock when the ca-ptain of 
the boat cut, away from the sinVinj; 
steamer and it was not until 6." 30 


o'clock in the morning that he 
ar- 


rived at Block Island. 
It seemed, the 


captain said, 
as though 
tho seven 


hours' struggle against the elements 
were an eternity and not a soul In 
the boat expected In tiiirvivo tho ex- 
eriicialing 
suffering 
to 
which they 


were subject yd. 


Captain McVey asserted with em- 


phasis that tho crow of tho schooner 
was responsible for tho wreck. 
Ho 


said that had the sailing vessel held 
true to Iho course which she was sail- 
Ing when she was sighted theru would 
have been 110 possible chance ot an 
accident. 


Tho schooner, however, suddenly 


luffed and crashed Into tho port sldo 
of the Larchmont almost before the 
helmsmen had ported their 
wheel. 


Captain McVey said: 


"Wo left. Providence at 7 o'clock. A 


brisk northwest wind was 
blowing 


and wo were off AVatch Hill about 11 
o'clock- 
I had gone below to look 


over the passengers and freight, leav- 
ing a good pilot and quartermaster in 
the pilot house. 
I returned to the 


pilot house, passing through there on 
my way to my 
room. 
Everything 


was 0- K. in the pilot house us 
I 


stopped Into my room and prepared to 
retire for the night. 


McVey Hears Danger Signals. 


"Suddenly I heard the pilot blow- 


Ing danger signals and I hurried into 
the pilot house. There was a schoon- 
er on tho port side 
and 
her 
crew 


seemed to have lost control of her. 
Without warning she luffed up and 
before wo had an opportunity to do a 
thing she was heading for us. 
Tho 


quartermaster and pilot put the wheel 
hard aport, bnt the schooner was sail- 
ing along before a fresh breeze and in 
a moment she had crashed into our 
port side, directly opposite the smoke- 
eta clc. 


"I tried to signal to the engineer 


and mate, but the collision had broken 
the main steampipe, filling that part 
of the boat with steam and cutting off 
communication with the pilot house. 


"After cutting into our vessel the 


schooner fell away and disappeared to 
the leeward. I sent the quartermas- 
ter below and in a few minutes he re- 
ported that the ship was filling rapid- 
ly. The officers and crew were sum- 
moned to their stations and when I 
saw that the Larchmont was settling 
I ordered all hands to prepare to leave 
the ship. When I saw that everyone 
was making ready to escape as fast 
as possible I went to my boat, which 
was hanging on the davits, and took 
into it six of the crew and four pas- 
sengers. When the steamer had set- 
tled almost In the water's edge we 
cleared away, after we had made sure 
that there were no 
passengers on 


board who had not. been taken care ot. 


Watched Big Steamer Sink. 


"After our boat dropped into the 


water we remained in the immediate 
vicinity until the steamer sank and 
then we pulled away. The boat was a 
heavy one and we fotind it impossible 
to row to windward, so we returned 
to the leeward and started for Block 
island.. 
The cold was terrible.. 
We 


struggled for hours and hours and the 
pain from our frostbitten hands and 
feot was almost unbearable. One of 
our men., a seaman, became crazed 


and committed suicide In the bont by 
cutting his throat. No one in tho boat' 
had strength enough to stop him. We 
arrived hero at I!:20 o'clock in tho 
morning, very much exhausled and 
frozen." 


Captain Frank P. 
Haley of the 


schooner Harry Knowlton, which was 
In 
collision 
with 
tho 
Larchmont, 


stated thiil, tho accident was entirely 
duo to tho steamer. He snld thai, his 
lights were burning nnd he held to 
his course with tho expectation that 
tho 
steamer, 
having sighted him, 


would pass him with plenty of sea- 
room. 
When 
ho 
found 
that 
the 


steamer would not. turn out Captain 
Haley said it was too late to avert a 
collision. 


Schooner's Captain Talks. 


In describing his experience today 


Captain Frank T. Haley of the Harry 
Knowlton 
said 
that, tho Knowlton 


rammed the Larchmont. on the port, 
sldo about a quarter way from tho 
bow. 
Tho blow carried 
away 
the 


schooner's jibboom and bowsprit and 
all her forward rigging, opening up 
tho ship's seams and making a great 
hole 
forward, 
through which 
tho 


water rushed. Desperate work at tho 
pumps alone saved the lives of tho 
crew of the vessel. 
Captain Haley 


and his six men all took a hand at the 
work 
until the 
moment came 
to 


launch the ship's boat, in which they 
were able to reach the shore at Watch 
Hill. 


Captain Haley was without knowl- 


edge of tho damage to the Larchmont, 
which, as soon as the two boats had 
cleared after the collision, appeared to 
continue on her way to tho westward 
and Captain Haley and his men did 
not remember of hearing any calls for 
assistance from the steamer. 
How- 


ever they were so much engaged in 
keeping-their own vessel afloat that 
they had little or no time to watch 
the Larchmont or figure out the ex- 
tent to which she had been damaged 
or the fate of those on board of her. 


"I never shall quite understand how 


this accident occurred," said Captain 
Haley. 
"The night was dark and 


starry, and it was not thick. We left 
New York yesterday with a cargo of 
coal bound for Boston and were mak- 
ing fair progress through the sound. 
A long time before tho accident hap- 
pened we had sighted the Larchmont 
as she steamed steadily to the west- 
ward- 
All her lights were seen, 
Saw Steamer Coming. 


"'Some of the crew were on deck a 


while and we spoke of the picture 
that the Larchmont made, all lighted 
up. 
Then we saw that the steamer 


seemed to be heading directly for us. 
I remembered that T looked up at our 
lights, which were burning all right 
and of course I expected 
that, the 


steamer would look out for us. 
But 


she kept right on. 
Some of 
us 


shouted a warning and one member 
of the crew blew a horn constantly. I 
scarcely knew what to do. I did not 
dare attempt to tack to clear the 
path 
of the 
steamer, 
because 
1 


thought she would turn out for us. 
When she was right ahead of us there 
was nothing.for us to do but hit her. 


"The blow was a very bad one, 
I 


thought wo were going down at once, 
as the schooner quivered arid then 
reeled backward, -with the bowsprit, 


tho jibboom and tho rigging forward 
carried away. 
Tho wator rushed ill 


at once. Tho steamer lurched badly 
tn starboard when wo struck her und, 
hen who continued on her way. Shu 
lid not wecm to bo badly damaged." 


Captain Haley then, proceeded to 


narrate tho experiences ot 
himself: • 


nnd crow in working his vessel shore- 
ward. 
With five feet of water in Tho 


hold and gaining the work of manning 
tho pumps was exceedingly 
difficult, 


as the water surged about the men. 
all the lime. Finally it was decided 
to abandon tho vessel, and after "sciz-- 
ing :i. few of their personal effects, all 
hand took to the boat which was 
launched. Eventually all reached tha 
shore safely at Watch Hill. 


The exact moment of tho collision 


Is fixed by Captain Haley as being 
10:45 
p. in. and the place of the acci- 


dent about, three miles oft Watch Hill. 


Rush Work of Rescue. 


As soon as news of tho disaster 


reached the 
Joy line officials, 
im« 


mediate steps were taken not only to 
care for those who had reached shore 
but to search tho sound for victims ot 
tho wreck who might, have found it 
Impossible to reach land. The Scott 
Wrecking company, of New London, 
Conn., was requested to send a tug 
up the sound to search for bodies, 
lifeboats and rafts, and the lighthouse 
board was requested to dispatch any 
boats at. its disposal on a similar er- 
rand. 
Shortly before noon the Joy 


lino steamer Kentucky left for Block 
Island and she reached hero early la 
the evening. 


The news of the disaster spread 


across 
the 
island 
with 
incredible 


swiftness and two or throe hours afler 
daylight nearly every Inhabitant was 
down at the waterside 
braving 
the 


piercing cold and watting an oppor- 
tunity to assist the victims of tha 
shipwreck. 
Nearly 
every 
survivor 


was in a condition so thoroughly help- 
less that the rescuers were unable to 
keep 
back 
the 
sympathetic tears 


which filled their eyes. 
Every vic- 


tim's face bore signs of terrible and 
long-continued suffering. 


Scarcely one of them realized when 


the boat was hauled upon the beach 
that, they had at last reached a har- 
bor of refuge. 
Many who did realize 


it seemed not to care, for they still 
suffered indescribable pain from the 
arms and legs which hung helplessly 
as their bodies were borne to nearby 
cottages. 


Even while these helpless sufferers 


were receiving the tender care of file 
natives, bodies began to wash ashore 
from 
the direction of the 
sunken 


steamer. 
At first there was only one, 


then there were two and three and 
four, and soon the natives were as 
busy hauling the bodies out. of 
the 


surf as they were in succoring those 
who had stood upon the threshold ot 
death but had not. entered.

BRIDGE WORK RESUMED. 


Nickel Plate Has Force at Work on 


New Bridge. 


Construction work upon the Nickel 


Plate's through track bridge over the 
St. Mary's river has been resumed 
after a suspension of operations on 
account of lack of cement and later 
on account of the high water. 
The 


abutment on the east side of the river 
was half completed when the supply 
of cement was exhausted and work 
liad to cease an<l nothing is doing 
there at present. 
On the west side 


of the river, however, the work of 
excavating 
for 
the foundations 
is 


nearly completed and the planks to 
hold the green concrete in position 
are being set. This abutment is being 
erected on the site of the firse aque- 
duct of the old canal and In making 
the excavation the workmen removed 
a big section of the abutment of the 
structure. 
This abutment was con- 


structed entirely of white oak, the 
timbers being hewed out 
of 
great 


trees and those which 
formed 
the 


main wall of the abutment were about 
sixteen inches square. 
The ties that 


held them in position were logs about 
sixteen inches In diameter -with the 
point 
of 
connection squared 
and 


dove-tailed Into the timbers in the 
main wail and held firmly in place by 
means of ono and a half Inch oak 
dowel pins, while the other end of the 
tie was burled in the earth which 
formed the river bank. 
Evidently 


not an Iron bolt nor a nail entered 
into the composition of the abutment 
for this aqueduct, as it was all bound 
together by dowel pins. 
The timbers 


taken out of the old abutment are as 
Bound as the day they were put there, 
though -the hands that performed the 
work were long ago stilled by death. 
The first aqueduct, was just a 
few 


feet south of the second one, which 
rested upon stone and the abutments 
of which are still standing.

It Disappears Mysteriously 
Prom New York Attorney 


General's Office. 


Albany, N. Y., Feb. 9.—All the evi- 


dence against the so-called ice trust 
which excited great, interest last De- 
cember has mysteriously disappeared 
from the office of the attorney gener- 
al. The present attorney general, Wil- 
liam S. Jackson, makes this announce- 
ment and calls upon his predecessor, 
Sir. Mayer, to furnish the missing pa- 
pers. Mr. Mayer in turn asks John R. 
McNeille, the export accountant who 
made the examination of the Ameri- 
can Ice company's books, and Mr. Mc- 
Neille issues a sworn statement to fhe 
effect that he was never in possession 
of the vital part of the evidence. 


Gives Up Finding Evidence. 


That he has given up hope of re- 


covering the papers was shown to- 
night by Mr. Jackson, when he sattl 
that he had served a demand upon 
the American Ice company for access 
to its books and records .for the pur- 
pose of replacing the lost evidence 
and that the 'company had asked until 
Monday in which to make 
answer. 


Mr. Jackson said that if the company 
refused he would apply for a court or- 
der compelling the corporation to give 
him the desired access. 


The missing evidence includes the 


original report, about thirty-one type- 
written pages, made to Attorney Gen- 
eral Mayer by John R. McNeille, the 
expert accountant who made an ex- 
haustive examination of the American 
Ice company's books, .and "forty-four 
voluminous and bulky exhibits in am 
plification thereof." In an 
affidavit 


'made public by the .attorney general 
tonight Mr. McNeille 
swears that 


while he retained In his possession 
a duplicate copy of his report he "did 
not retain nor has he ever had in his 
possession or under his control copies 
of the exhibits attached thereto." 


Office Thoroughly Searched. 


"This office has. been 
thoroughly 


searched," said Mr. 
Jackson, 
*but 


nothing can be found except a copy 
of the summons arid complaint served 
by order' of Attorney General Mayer 
upon the officials of the American Ice 
company, on Dec. 20. All of the evi- 
dence upon which that complaint was 
based and referred to. in It as ground 
for the action is missing." 


Mr. Jackson made public affidavits 


of. employes of the attorney general's1 
office which show that a part at least 
of the papers were known to be miss- 
Ing late in December before the re- 
tirement of his predecessor, Mr. May- 
er, but that the disappearance of the 
evidence was not, known to Mr. Jack- 
son until early in January, when, af- 
ter he had assumed office, he took up 
the case with a view of further pro- 
ceedings.

Cleveland Mayor Thinks J. 
D. Bockefeller is Gener- 
ous for Self Protection. 


Cleveland, O., Feb. 9.—The gift of 


$32,000,000 to the general education 
board by John D. Rockefeller is con- 
sidered in the light of a protective 
measure by Mayor Tom L. Johnson. 


The mayor believes that the motive 


of the oil king in making the donation 
was a selfish one. 
The gift, he be- 


lieves, is expected at some future time 
to act as a check upon the onslaughts, 
that may bo made on Rockefeller's 
public service corporations. 


Tho mayor also intimated that no 


educational institution in -which the 
principles of political 
economy are 


taught would be- recognized in the dis- 
tribution of the benefits of the enor- 
mous donation. 
He said 
that 
the 


board in charge of the funds would 
see that no such Institution was ben- 
efited. 


"What sort of a gift 
was it, any- 


way?" the mayor asked. "It was no: 
cash, as I understand it. What was it, 
then?. Let us suppose the case. "Was 
it Standard Oil stocks? Hardly. Was 
it the bonds of cities, states or perhaps 
railways? Most likely it was railroad 
securities. 


Mortgage on the Future. 


"Every one of these is a mortgage 


on the future. They total $32,000,000, 
sufficient to have bought the Cleveland 
electric and to have made the city of 
Cleveland a handsome donation. But 
that would not have answered his pur- 
pose. There would have been no fu- 
ture effect. 


"Some day it will develop, perhaps, 


that the special privileges that these 
railroads enjoy and that the people 
are becoming educated more and more 
every year to curtail and withdraw 
will be threatened. This will result in 
a sudden squeezing out of the water 
in these stocks. 


Great Cry Will Go Up. 


"Then there will go up a cry that the 


great educational interests dependent 
upon the return from these securities 
are threatened.. There will be talk 
also of .what the widows and orphans 
are in danger of losing. Maybe a con-i 
dition will be presented that may have 
protective effect for the corporations, 
involved. 


"I understand that a board in the

travail). There was practically no at- 
tempt to conceal the fact that the pur- 
pose of the organization of teachers 
was the propagation of the doctrines 
of anti-militarism as 
expounded, by 


Herve and his followers, international- 
ism as preached by Jaures, and the 
general idea of the soliditary of the 
interests of the working as against 
those of the capitalistic classes. The 
syndicate of Paris avowed this in the 
follmving statement: 


"Considering that public primary ed- 


ucation is confined almost exclusively 


i *o the children of the working classes 
' It can only be profitable to them if the 
masters can teach them where their 
economic interests lie, and therefore, 
it is necessary that the masters should 
obtain knowledge by affiliating them- 
selves with the confederatioa of la- 
bor."

he hack as he followed in pursuit of 
!oe, who escaped to Kentucky. 


Caught in the belt which drives a 


machine in the muck mill department 
of the rolling mills at 9 o'clock a. in. 
Monday, Joe Serban, a Roumanian 
laborer, about 50 years of age, met In- 
stant death in a frightfuil form. He 
was crushed between the wheel, the 
belt and floor, his neck was broken, 
his head, chest and right side were 
•crushed in and his righc t:rni was 
torn from its socket. 


Coroner Stults, who made an in- 


vestigation, says ttiat none of Ser- 
ban's companions appear to know ex- 
actly how the accident occurred, but 
it is believed that in attempting to 
reach the point where he had been at 
work a 'short time before, Serban 
started to take a short cut between 
some machinery instead 
of going 


around it. 
Tho machinery, in the 


opinion of the coroner, was properly 
guarded, but in some manner Ser 
ban's right arm was caught in the 
belt which was driving a wheel two 
feet in diameter and raised but a few 
inches from the 
floor. 
The 
unfor- 


tunate fellow was drawn down be- 
tween the wheel and the floor and his 
life was crushed out in a fiash. So 
firmly was the body driven into the 
small space that the machine was 
stopped by the force of the contact, 
uid the mangled remains were gotten 
out with much difficulty. 


The body was removed to the Well- 


man undertaking rooms. 
Serban had 


jeen working at the mills for about 
two years. It is said that he leaves 


widow and three childdren

known as chief commissioner of the 
Red Cross in the field during the war 
between Russia arid Japan, had just 
stepped out of the door of the theater 
when a youth pushed his way through 
the crowd and shot him in the neck. 
He fell dead on the spot. The assist- 
ant chief of police, who was standing 
near the door of the theater, tried to 
draw his revolver, but.was shot dead 
by the terrorist before he was able 
to do so. Seeing that it was impos- 
sible to get through the crowds out- 
side the building, the murderer dash- 
ed into tho theater, firing wildly. The 
manager attempted to grapple with 
the murderer, who fired at him, but 
missed and 'killed a policeman who 
was in the line of fir;. In a second 
attempt to capture the assassin, the 
manager was severely wounded. The 
terrorist fled through what he evi- 
dently believed to be one of the exits, 
but found himself in the ladies' cloak 
room. An attendant, realizing the sit- 


uation, pointed to some stairs as a 
means of egress and as soon as the 
assassin 
disappeared the 
attendant 


locked the 
door behind him. 
The 


stairs, however, only led to a loft and 
the murderer subsequently wns found 
there,

HANDLING BARNYARD MANURE 


TO PREVENT LOSS. 


By Prof. "W. H. Beal, United State: 


Department of Agriculture. 


It is a well-known fact that certain 


f the organisms which cause decom- 
losition of manure are avoided witl: 
he dung and commence their activity 
-t once. In case of horses and sheep 
hese organisms cause, a considerable 
r>ss of ammonia In a comparatively 
horl time. It is necessary, therefore, 


adopt prompt measures in order to 


educe loss from this source to a mini- 
.um. 
The means which are available for 
ils purpose arc the use of absorbents 
litter) and preservatives. 
The litter 


acid phosphate (superphosphate) have 
also been reeommpndpil as preserva- 
tives of manure, but recent experi- 
ments Indicate that nono of these sub- 
stances is of much value for prevent- 
ing loss uf nitrogen, which Is tho main 
object of tho use of preservatives. 


In fact, the investigators who have 


given the most attention to tho sub- 
'pct of the preservation of manure nre 
generally disposed to attach much 
more importance- to tho proper use of 
absorbents and to keeping tho manure 
heap compact and uniformly moist 
than to the use of preservatives. 
If 


kaintt and acid phosphate are used 
they will increase the value of the ina- 
nuro by adding potash and phosphoric 
aud. 


In cases where different kinds of an- 


imals are kept, one of the most effec- 
tive means of securing moderate and 
uniform fermentation of the manure 
heap Is to see that the moist, cold cow 
and pip manure fs intimately mixed 
with tho dry. hot horso and sheep 
dung. 
Tho former makes tho heap 


more moist and checks the too rapid, 
fermentation. 
I 


It thus appears that in order to re- 


duce tho loss to a, minimum, manure 
heaps should be made compact and 
kept uniformly moist. Updcr cover 
the last result in securing by collecting 
the liquid manure and at frequent in- 
tervals sprinkling it over the heap, or 
rlien the supply of this is deficient, by 
sprinkling with water.

Too Few Farmers Understand How 


Use It and Manufacturers Do 


Xot Tell. 


(Prof. E. H. Farrlngton. Wisconsin 


College of Agriculture.) 


One of the things which some own 


ers of separators do not understand 1: 
lie cause of the variation In the rich 
ness of the cream. Most farmers havi 
earned that the cream screw of th< 
eparator may be so adjusted as ti 
ncrease or decrease tho thickness oi 
he cream, but they may have noticed 
that sometimes the test of their cream 
at the creamery will vary conslderablj 
from week to week, even when the 
cream screw has not been changed. 
The farmer does not understand this 
and Is likely to conclude that the 
cream is not being accurately tested 
at the factory. 


This Is a matter which has causeu 


considerable trouble in the past and 
may In the future unless the owners 
of farm separators get a better under- 
standing of the causes of variations In 
the test of cream when the cream 
screw adjustment Is not changed.

inches, breaking his back and crush- 
ing the abdomen.

She hurried to the spot, 
saw the boy lying beneath the wrecked 
wagon, and at once ran to the McMak- 
iu home and gave the alarm.

A Sermon By 


REV. CYRUS T. BRADY, D. D. 


(From the Christian Herald.) 


The higher life depends upon the 


possession of aa aspiration, and tha 
achievement of success therein upon 
tha development of an ambition in ac- 
cordance with that aspiration. Aspi- 
ration is the noble thing we look for; 
ambition, the zeal with 
which 
we 


strive for it. 
Aspiration and ambi- 


tion, coupled with ability and oppor- 
tunity, form an irresistible combina- 
tion. 
Disassociated from aspiration, 


ambition becomes the meanest of pas- 
sions, a selfishness which encourages 
the development of all that is ignobli 
or base, if so be the 
end may b\ 


gained. 


Men are frequently 
ambitious 
o 


power, wealth, fame, position, withon 
an aspiration for anything higher o 
nobler. The Christian subjects of th 
Caesars aspired to a higher life, am 
were ambitious that all 
the worli 


should share their aspirations, am 
they, too, were slain. 
Ambition am 


aspiration are not always immediately 
successful from a worldly point o 
view, but the dreamed-of empire of thi 
one is forgotten, while the asplratio: 
of the other for a higher life has be 
come interwoven into the very fibre: 
of our existence. The difference be 
tween aspiration 
and 
ambition 
Is 


therefore moral. Aspiration Is 
thi 


balance-wheel or governor 
of ambi 


tlon; and ambition-la, or should be 
the subject of aspiration. 


Now, 
men are happily so constituted 


that their aspirations, to be of value 
must be to the real; we must aspire 
to the definite and concrete, rathei 
than to the vague and abstract. Bui 
the source of an aspiration—its inspi 
ration—lies in the possession of an 
ideal. Ideals, therefore, 
are rather 


objective than subjective; real, no 
maginary. The mind has no inherent 
power to go beyond experience. No 
knowledge of the trancendental can 
come- to us save through revelation 
Therefore, the mental image we car 
our Ideal Is something we know. 


Life a Matter of Choice. 


Life is a matter of choice; what you 


will be, depends upon what you are 
cot what you wish. 
The power o: 


choice, even though a delegated power 
expresses the sum of the magnitude 
and majesty of man. There has al 
ways been a keen appreciation of this 
fact in humanity, and 
the passing 


years have but deepened and intensi 
Jed it, until no wise man thinks of 
drifting, or permitting his destiny to 
)C the sport of chance. We eliminate 
.he clogging word "fatality" from our 
twentieth century vocabulary. 


The most unimaginative cherish 


deals. The most abject possess am 
bitioris. Even the basest and most 
gnoble may couple that ambition with 
an aspiration, to something higher. In- 
sensibly the word "excelsior" is writ- 
.en upon most hearts, and its content 
s back of most purposes. The whole 
race in the course of its agonizing 
evolution, nay, all of nature, is thereto 
committed. But as there are degrees 
n ambitions, so there are also In asp! 
rations and ideals. The ambition of 
he Esquimaux, for instance, is for a 
and where the supply of seal blubber 
s 
inexhaustible; " the 
prize-flghter 


drigs" for the indefinite possession of 
he champion's belt,, with full liberty 
o talk about it; the Mohammedan 
dreams of a heaven abounding with 
leautiful women without souls; the 
iblitlcian works for a higher and mor: 
ucrative office, which he may hold in 
perpetuity; the poor strive to get rich, 
and the rich to get richer; while the 
Christian aspiration is for a hearer 
walk with God. 


The Noblest Aspiration. 


All things save the 
Supreme are 


;omparable and comparatively judged, 
^he highest reach of ignorance may be 
leneath the lowest descent of culture. 
To aspire ia noble, yet the true man 
must not be satisfied until his asplra- 
ion Is not only noble, but the noblest; 
its ideal not only high, but the hlgh- 
s't of which man is capable. In that 
ndividual choice we must each of us 
make, what shall be our jdeal, our 
spiratlon.^pur ambition? Today the 
ummons .comes to all, as 
Joshua 


tated it 'in the past: 
"Choose you 


Ills day whom ye will serve; whether 
tie gods which your forefatners served 
hat were on the other side of the 
ood,
